(^epuibiic of Germany, the originals of these materials are being 
retar aed to the Born Government, and the latter Hae engaged to 
grant German and foreign scholars access to the files at all times, 

2. Xt is my understanding that (he microfilm copies which 
were made for U.S. use and custody will be transferred to the National 
Archives whars they will be freely available lor public examination. 

A portion of early German Foreign Office materials, primarily 
dealing with the Weimar period, baa already been transferred to the 
U.S, Archives. Same 500 other microfilm containers art new pending 
transfer. 

I, in par suit of He national counterintelligence responsibility, 
(his Agency began a systematic examination of these records in 
January 195?. As of 30 Stay 195?* some 300 containers had been 
reviewed. Included were 5# c ont a ine rs selected from the lot of 500 
containers pending transfer. This examination was made possible and 
facilitated by the courtesy and cooperation of the Historical office, a i 
the State Department.
